The report of Controller Hobart 


for 1877 is a very complete one, and 
we find a great many interesting sta- 
tistics, with which the people should 
be perfectly \rell acquainted.

Dec. 31, 1877, 
our public debt 


amounted to $565,068 78; our asset's 
$593,719 81, showing a surplus of 
#28,731 03, after paying all State 
debt. 
Aside from this the School 


Fund has $423,879 93, showing it to 
be in a very satisfactory condition. 
The various counties are also in 
splendid financial condition. 
Their 


aggregate funded and floating debt 
amounts to 81,062,449 84, and they 
had cash on hand in the sum of 
8355,013 51. The estimated value o 
property belonging to them is §644,- 
150. 
The aggregate value of all real 


and personal property figures UD 
329,621,594 04. 
The amount of tax 


collected was S715.074 43, leaving a 
delinquency of $45,194 37, which, if 
collected, would make the total tax 
S760.268 80. During the year end- 
ing Sept. 30th, 1877, the State re- 
ceived $213,648 28 as the tax from 
the proceeds of the mines. The State 
tas of 1877 realized 6266,594 29, and 
the counties received §493,674 52. 
The expenditures of the State for 
1877 amounted to $529,890 15, nnd 
our receipts aggregated $699,244 71.

MONTGOMERY QUEEN.—Montgom- 


ery Qneen, the well-koown circus 
proprietor, who for such a long time 
catered to the amusement of hosts oi 
juveniles on this coast has come to 
financial grief in New York, where 
he has filed his petition in bank- 
ruptcy. His liabilities amount to 
M66.000, and the assets are nomin- 
ally valued at 831,223; the assets of 
tuo circus, paraphernalia and animals 
valued at §30,000, include a sacred 
cow, 
a hippopotamus, an elephant, 


two dogs, five bypnus, a zebra, a lion 
ess, two young lions, a horned horse, 
a rhinoceros, two leopards and bigLt 
camels. 


THE business of the Southern Pa 


oific Railroad has so increased that 
the company has found it necessary 
to erect an additional warehouse for 
the accommodation of Arizona traffic. 
Within the past ten days upwards of 
300 tons of freight has passed through 
Ynma for points on the Colorado 
river, aside from an immense quan- 
;ity for inland points. 


The,, first annual report of the 


United States Entomological Com 
mission has been completed and sab 
milled to the Secretary of the Inte 
rior. It is on elaborate and careful! 
prepared document, and contains a 
mass of facts respecting the migra 
tion and habits of the grasshoppers 
whose ravages several .years ago pro 
duced so much alarm among the 
farmers of the West. Many data are 
given 
concerning 
the 
immense 


swarms of these insects which gather 
in the Yellowstone and Upper Mis 
sonri region, aud thence take tbei 
flight toward the Valley of the Mis 
issippi. 
They show conclusively 


that this pest is not beyond the scop* 
of human ingenuity in the restric 
tion of its ravages, and demonstrate; 
the fact that their absolute destruc 
tion may possibly be accomplished 
The area subject to the devastation: 
of this insect is set down at upward: 
of 1,500,000 square miles west of the 
Mississippi, and extending ia a north 
westerly direction into British Amer 
ica. 
There has been some corres 


pondence with the Dominion Gov 
eminent looking to co-operation in 
the continuation of these investiga 
tions. 
No defioite reply will be 


made to such propositions, however 
until it is known what action Con 
gress may take as to the continuation 
of the commission aud the appropri 
ation of sufficient funds to carry on 
the work. 


The report also contributes some 


interesting general information on 
the subject of the cotton army worm 
and suggests an entension of the la 
bors of the commission to the field 
of operations of this pest. It is gen 
erally reported that the losses in the 
South from this insect aggregate no 
less than 820,000,000 annually. I 
the commission is continued, it ex 
pects to be able to render valuabl 
aid to the agricultural interests o 
the country, by its researches into 
the nativity and habits of the insec 
pests of the South and West.

Postmasters are not authorized to 


detain mail matter in transit on ac 
count of insufficient postage thereon 
Circulars containing any other than 
the name and address of the person 
to whom sent, are subject to letter 
postage, notwithstanding they may 
be sent in unsealed envelopes. 


A postmaster should not deliver 


letter from the pension office to any 
one other than the person named in 
the address, or to a member of his or 
her family, or to a legal guardian ol 
the pensioner, and under nj circnm 
stances to deliver such letters to an 
attorney, claim agent or'broker. 


There is no provision in the law 


for the free exchange of publications 
between publishers. Such exchanges 
may, however, be included in the 
bulk mail prepaid at the pound rates 
of two or three cents per pound, ac- 
cording to the frequency of issue. 


Letters addressed to heads of De- 


partments require payment of post- 
age before they can be transmitted 
through the mails. 


A postal card with printed slip 


pasted thereon is not mailable as 
postal card, but may be transmitted 
through the mail as matter of the 
third class, the postage thereon to be 
prepaid by stamps affixed. 


The written by-laws of secret soci 


eties, and minutes and proceedings 
of religious 
organizations 
trans- 


mitted by mail for publication iu 
book form, are subject to postage at 
the rate of throe cents for each hall 
ounce or fractional part thereof. 


THE average salary of teachers in 


the Boston schools'is: males $156 26 
a month; females, ffG4 31. The stan- 
dard admission to some of the princi 
pal colleges having been materially 
advanced for better or worse, it has

THE! APPOINTMENT FOB BERLIN 


The nomination of Mr. Bayard Tay 


lor has been received with an almos 
unexampled unanimity of approva 
by the press of the country. Amon 
all the graceful and generous thing 
said of Mr. Taylor in connection wit 
the nomination, none will be mor 
gratifying to his friends than th 
following, from the New York lEve 
uing Post, to which an added valu 
is given by the information that 
is from the pen'of Mr. William Cu! 
len Bryant himself: 


The telegraph this morning bring 


from Washington the news that th 
name of Bayard Taylor has been 
sent ip to the Senate as our Ministe 
to the Court of the Emperor of Ger 
many. The nomination is one 
which the whole country will give 
its hearty approval, and which the 
Senate will doubtless confirm with 
out a moment's hesitation on th 
part of even those who are most in 
clined to stand in the way of Mr 
Hayes' administration. Mr. Taylor 
although not a politician ia the in

post of Secretary of Legation at St 
Petersburg, and distinguished him 
self by the able discharge of its du 
ties. He is a mau of high persona 
character; he kuows the German 
language as well as his own; he i 
already famous in Germany, and wil 
be received as our representative 
with enthusiasm. Need we add tha 
his is an intellect which ripens anc 
gathers strength with years, ant 
brings to the labors which it under 
takes faculties that develop them 
selves in proportion to the require 
ments of the occasion. Mr. Taylo 
is a man of wide observation of men 
and things in his own country and in 
other countries. If it is not true tha 
"horns-keeping youth 
have eve 


homely wits," it is certainly true tba 
in sending a representative to foreign 
parts we should not prefer a home 
keeping man. Perhaps no Amer 
icon knows more of the world out 
side of America than does Mr. Taylor 
He has studied European lands anc 
peoples and socisties, not in book 
merely, but by means of that per 
sonal examination and contract o 
which books cannot wholly supply 
the place, and which go to the mak 
ing of books. It is not merely th 
language of Germany whiuh ho ha 
mastered, he has made a apecia 
study of Germany—German history 
German 
literature, German 
life 


We were about to say that, saying 
this much, we have said all; bu 
there is one thing more, and not thi 
least important thing. In going ou 
of America Mr. Taylor has neve 
ceased to be an American. He ia 
one of those travelers who do no 
think less of their own country b;j 
learning to think more of other coun 
tries.
